A few years later, Rhine- 
lander papers carried the news of 
his and his companions' death in a 
big snow slide. This news reached 
here and also Manitowoc, where his 
folks live. Since then no one here 
or there ever thought of counting 
him as among the living. A

weeks ago, however, Ole Fisher 
showed up in his old home commun- 
ity near Manitowoc to the

surprise and pleasure of his people. 
They then learned that the story of 
the snow slide was not entirely cor- 
rect in every statement. A snow 
slide,there was at the time, as old 
timers remember reading, which 
buried and killed 101 of a large- 
number of people on their way to

HILE man plays or prays the 


world's business will te in- 
terfered with on 231 days 
during 191S. In other words, 


there will be only 81 days la this com- 
ing year that are cot Sundays or spe- 
cial holidays In one or more Important 
commercial rejlons of the earth. 


The growth of International finance 


has made the world's abrogate of 
closed days a serious factor and an 
expensive one. Not until now, how- 
ever, has any attempt been made to 
compile an exhaustive list of holidays 
for the guidance of bankers and mer- 
chants. This task has Just been com- 
pleted by the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany of New York city. The results 
have been published In a booklet that 
should be a valuable addition to the 
reference library of every back In the 
country doing more than a purely local 
business. 
. Contrary to the popular notion, the 
new democracies of the west enjoy a 
greater number of holidays than ihelr 
sister nations of the eastern hemi- 
sphere. Of the 97 cations or dej*cd- 
encics listed Braill leads, with SI holi- 
days. The United States, with 54, Is a 
close second, although she. unlike Bra- 
zil, practically Ignores the church days. 
Another popular delusion Is shattered 
when we find that France has only IS 
formally observed days and Italy only 
23. We had supposed the Latins al- 
ways outdid cs la this particular. 
Among tie other belligerents Ger- 
many, U Is presumed, will observe 20 
days cert year. Great Britain 1C, Ja- 
pan 15 and Russia IT. la most of these 
countries numerous local holidays or- 
dinarily observed have been abandoned 
daring the war. 


The study of holidays Is fascinating 


to th« historian. Those' of our own 
eonntry offer t particularly rich field. 


One of the first surprises tn store for 


such a student t* to learn that tie 
United States has co rational holiday. 
The reader wffl at once think of Fourth 
cf July and of tie President's Tbanks- 


procUmatloo. Bat cot even 


these arc national. Acts of Congress 
and Presidents' pronouncements In 
tills resfxxrt applj only to the District 
of Columbia and the territories. The 
states usually follow suit, but as a 
matter of custom only and not of law. 
Here Is a chance to win some bets 
from your friends. 


American local holidays are rich In 


historical significance. Of such are the 
commemorations of BucVer Hill and 
llennlnjton and New Orleans and San 
Jacinto; the all but forgotten Fast 
I>ay of New England, still surviving la 
Ne\v HaEsjishlre; Patriots' Day In 
Maine and Old I>efecders* Day In Bal- 
timore, Pioneer Day In Idaho and the 
various Admission Days popular with 
other Western states. Confederate Me- 
morial Day la the South, together with 
the birthdays of Lee and other heroes 
of the Confederacy. 


Two states Lave Indepecdenee Days 


of their own. Texas observes her sep- 
aration from Mexico on March 2, North 
Carolina commemorates the Halifax 
Independence resolutions on April 12 j 
and the Mecklenburg declaration on 
May 20. 


It remains for Frederick county. Md., 


to celebrate all alone the repudiation 
of the stamp act, one of the most local 
celebrations of an Important national 
event on record. 


Among the favorite months for holi- 


days the world over November leads, 
with 26 out of Its possible 30 days. 
May comes next, with 25 and an addi- 
tional Sunday cot otherwise celebrat- 
ed, thus actually tying November In 
the number of days closed to business. 
March, on the other hand. Is the long- 
est all around business month, having 
only 19 holidays. 


New Tear's Day Is the only holiday 


universally observed. But, alas. It falls 
on 11 different dates In different parts 
of the globe, and some countries ob- 
serve more than one of them. Curious- 
ly enough, one of cur own states, Mas- 
sachusetts, does not make this a It-?al 
holiday, though her citizens generally 
observe It. 


January 1 Is observed as New Tear's 


Day la every country In all Euroi>e ex- 
cept Bulgaria, Greece, IZoumanla, Rus- 
sia, Servla and Turkey; In all Euro- 
pean colonies In Africa acd In Liberia 
and Morocco; In every country and 
colony la North, Centra] and South 
America and In all parts of Asia ex- 
cept Asiatic Turkey and In Australasia. 


In Bulgaria, Greece, Roumanla, Rus- 


sia, Servla and Turkey the old style 
calendar prevails and the New Year 
begins accordingly ca January 14. 


The Japanese New Tear does. In- 


deed, bepin oa January 1, but ft Is also 
celebrated on the 3d and 5th of that 
mouth. 


Then there are the Hindu New Tear, 


on April 13; the Chinese New Year, 
February 11 to 14 (which, by the way. 
Is a legal holiday In a part of the Unit 
ed States—Hawaii); the Armamlte 
New Year, February 17 acd IS, and 
the Second Anaamlte New Year, June 
19; tie Parsl New Year, September 
11; the Persian New Year. March 21 
to 21; the Mobammedaa New Year, 
December 10 and 11, acd the Jewish 
New Year, September 12, 13 and 14. 
It Is m surprise to learn that the only 
nation on earth making the Jewish 
New Year a legal holiday Is Turkey. 


Christmas Day, dee to Its religious 


significance. Is cot so generally ob- 
served as New Year1* Day. It kas, 
moreover, only three different dates. 
The Armenian Church still observes 
January 6. Countries where the oM 
style calendar prevails still celebrate 
January 7.

MEATLESS DAYS 


FOR CATHOLICS 


Lent began 
Wednesday, adding 


its meatless and catless regulations, 
for members of churches observing 
I.cnt, to those now in t-lTerl by or- 
der of the government. 


Tuesday is government meatless 


day. 
Wednesday, Friday and Sat- 


urday are meatless days by ecclesi- 
astical ordinance. 


The Lenten rules 
further make 


"Wednesday, Friday and Saturday of 
Holy Week, or the week before Eas- 
ter, meatless. During the rest of the 
period 
of I-ent only Wednesdays 


and Fridays will bs meatless, added 
of course, to the government meat- 
less Tuesdays. 


Catholics will also be called on to 


make sacrifices for religious rea- 
sons which will have the effect of 
conserving other food. On each week 
day throughout I^ent they are per- 
mitted to eat but one full meal, and 
meat may be served at only 
one 


meal each day. On Sundays meat 
may be serveil a', all meals and the 
quantity is not restricted. The rule 
as to one meal a day is suspended in 
cases of invalids or persons work- 
ing so hard at physical labor that 
full compliance with it might injure 
their health.

Law should entirely discourage per- 
sonal 
hearings 
before 
district) 


boards. The proper authorities are1 
authorized to consider the facts of 
all cases presented to them in af- 
fidavit form and this method is en- 
couraged. 
Individual hearings on 


claims must, in ordinary cases, re- 
quire half an hour. It has been dis- 
covered in many cases that regis- 
trants after hearing are much less 
satisfied. The charge is often made 
that only those who can afford a 
trip to the office of the District 
Board can secure such a hearing. 
In the interest of absolute equality 
it has been ordered that registrants 
under the jurisktion of the district 
board will not be granted hearings. 


The Provost Marshal General, to 


remedy the situation, is directing 
government appeal agents to hear 
all claims of dissatisfaction. Where 
registrants have not fully presented 
their claims to the District Board 
or r.o information 
has developed, 


government appeal agents will have 
the registrant go to a member t>\ 
the I-egal Advisory Board and pre- 
sent the information 
in 
affidavit 


form for transmission to the Dis- 
trict Board by any I,ocal Board. Il 
a claim is di-cided conlrary to facts 
by the District Board the attention 
of the appeal agtnts must lie direct- 
ed to such hy the Ixx-al Board. Oth- 
erwise the case is ended. Members 
of the I-ocal Advisory Board 
are 


urged to co-operate to the fullest ex- 
tent with the Government appeal 
agent in following the procedure of 
instructions.

jy F_ I- I.ulher in the February 1, 
number of Hoard's Dairyman, cnli- 
led The Kaiser a Foe to All Amer- 
cans." In his article he shows that 
>efore the war we were shipping 
nnually about 81,000,000,000 worth 


of farm products abroad. When war 
>cgan the cotton shipments were 
stopped for a time and cotton went 
lown to almost nothing. We were 
all urged to buy a bale of cotton to 
keep the south from starving. Soon 
the roads were open and cotton be- 
gan to move. The price went 
up 


and prosperity returned to the south. 
Wilson was asked to declare an em- 
bargo on all American shipments of 
food stuffs. He refused to do it. 
Suppose lie had yielded" and de- 
clared the embargo, what would 
have been the effect on cheese, meal, 
milk, wheat, potato and other crop 
prices? 
They would 
have 
gone 


down just as cotton did and 
ruin 


would have faced the northern far- 
mers. \Yhen Wilson refused to es- 
tablish the blockade Germany tried 
to do so and told us we could only 
ship one vessel load a week. Sup-
